® Survey Description
o/Five-page survey; included many of the same questions as previous survey
o 5t Police Satisfaction Survey conducted for the City of Durham

e Method of Administration

o By mail and online to randomly selected sample of City residents

e Sample Size
ol 512 completed surveys
o Margin of error: +/- 4.2% at the 95% level of confidence
